DIFFICULT TO ENFORCE... 
| ‘At the meeting of the Committes 
on Tuesday, evidence was given by, 
Mr. Francis Caldwell, Chief-Con- 
stable of Liverpool. He said it was 
difficult to give any indication of 
the ‘extent to which betting’ prevail- 
ed in the city, but it was widoubted- 
ly very widespread amongst all 
clauses of the community, and there 
was hordly a large works in the city 
whore botting was not indulged in. 

Betting was prevalent amongst 
women as well a8 mon., 
The present betting law was ox- 
ceedingly difficult to. enforce owing 
to its taconsistency, of which the 
practical result was one law for the 
well-to-do, who could bet on credit, 
snd another for the poorer classes 
who could only indulge in ready 
money. The law was 9 most un- 
popular one, and in marked contrast 
to offences against other statutes 
where the public were generally 
rewly to help the police. . 
With regard to the -allegations 
which were made from time to time 
that the police were bribed by book- 
makers, he wis quita sativfied that 
if such cases did occur they wore 
‘Joxtremely isolated cases. | 
IF WOUKMAKERS WERE LICENSED, , 
Tf bookmakers were licensed and 
allowed to -conduct ready-inoney 
betting at registered. addresses ‘ap- 
proved of by Local Authorities,. he 
was of opinion that there wotild be 
very little if any increase in betting. 
Mr, Caldwell was asked by Sir 
Beddoe Rees if tho giving of tips in 
the newspapers encouraged betting, 
His ‘reply wag in tho affirmative. 
Do you suggest that the law 
should be altered to make tipping 
illegal? was the next question, 
Witness hesitated, and then said, 
“Asa deterrent to betting I, should 
say yeu. . . 
The witness said; in replying to 
further questions, that the war was 
O great cause of betting.

~ A STRIKING DEVELOPMENT. 
The Hon, Trevor Bigham, Assist.
